Cumberland  County  has  been' 
very  lucy  in  being  able  to  preserve 
its  old  records  intact  todate.  A 
great  number  of  the  counties  have 
not  been  so  lucky  and  have  had 
their  records  destroyed  by  fire.  Its 
quite  instructive,  as  well  as  amus- 
ing, to  study  these  old  records  of 
the  county.  Cumberland  County 
was  formed  by  an  act  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Legislature  in  1798,  but  it  I 
did  not  begin  to  function  as  aj 
county  government  until  July,  17- 1 
99.  The  first  page  ot  the  Cumber-! 
land  County  Court  Minute  Book  is  j 
so  interesting  that  I  will  quote  it 
verbatim,  it  being  page  one  and 
the  minutes  of  the  First  Session  ^ 
of  the  Court,  held  in  July,  1799,  as  i 
follows:  "Be  it  remembered  that 
at  the  house  of  Samuel  Burks, 
Esq,,   in  Cumberland  Countv.  on 
Tuesday,  the  2nd  day  of  July.  17- 
99,  agreeable  to  an  Act  of  Assem- 
bly, passed  December,  1798,  en- 
titled an  Act  tor  the  forming  a 
new  countv  out  of  the  county  of 
Green,  a  commission  of  the  peace 
from  his  Excellency,  James  Gar- 
rard, Esq.,  Governor  of  Kentucky, 
directed  to  Isham  Burks,  Thomas 
T.   Lowry,    John  Irvin,  Joseph 
Black,  David  Hutcherson,  Alexan- 
drew  McFarland,  and  John  Thur- 
man,  appointing  them  Justices  of 
the  Peace  in  and  for  the  said  coun- 
ty", absent  David  Hutcherson  and 
Alexandre™  McFarland,  and  there- 
upon Isham  Burks,  first  mentioned 
in  said  commission,  administered 
the  several  oaths  prescribed  by  law 
to  John  Thurman,  John  Irvin,  Jo- 
seph Black  and  Thomas  T.  Lowry, 
Esq.,  and  thereupon  John  Thur- 
man, Esq.  administered  the  said 
oaths  to  Isham  Burks.  Esq. 

Hanniniah  Lincoln  produced  a 
Commission  from  his  Excellency, 
James  Garrard,  Esq.,  appointing 
him  Sheriff  in  and  for  the  county 
aforesaid,  which  was  read,  who 
thereupon  took  the  several  oaths 
prescribed  by  law  law  and  entered 
into  Bond  with  Samuel  Burks, 
Moses  Kirkpatrick,  Ezachal  Wil- 


liams, John  Vandevoure  and  Wil- 
liam Caldwell,  in  the  penalty  of 
3000  Dollars  conditioned  as  the 
law  directs,  and  then  the  Court 
was  held  for  said  county.  Present, 
Isham  Burks,  Thomas.  T.  Lowry, 
John  Thurman,  John  Irvin  and 
Joseph  Black,  Esq." 

The  above  ends  page  1,  and 
next  week  we  will  try  and  furnish 
some  more  interesting  matter  that 
no  doubt  the  readers  will  be  glad 
to  devour.

The  old  County  Records 

We  have  told  heretofore  about 
how  Cumberland  County  was  laid 
off  and  made  a  part  of  Green 
Conuty  by  act  of  the  Legislature 
in  3798,  and  that  the  County  Gov 
ernment  did  not  begin  to  function 
until  July,  1799,  and  about  Han- 
aniah,  Lincoln  producing  a  Cora- 
mission  from  James  Garard,  Gov- 
ernor, of  Kentucky,  and(  qualifying 
M  the  .County's  first  Sheriff.  As 
we  go  along  f,urthur  with  the  pub- 
lication of  these  old  records  it 
/will,be  shown  conclusively  that 
at  that  time  Hananiah  Lincoln 
lived  in. what  is  known  as  Center 
Point  section  of  what  is  now  Mon- 
roe County,  on  Meshack  Creek, 
and  had  for  his  neighbors  Thom- 
as Lincoln,  father  of  President 
Lincoln,  and  Moses  Kirkpatrick 
who  was  one  of  the  big  guns  of 
the  new  county.  At  that  time 
Cumberland  County  reached  clear , 
to  Barren  County  and  the  two 
joined  the  State  of  Tennessee., 
There  was  no  Monroe  County  un- 
til it  was  formed  out  of  a  part  of \ 
Cumberland  and  Barren  in  the! 
year  1820.  At  the  end  of  1798,  the  | 
year  in  which  Cumberland  Goun-: 
ty  was  laid  off,  there  were  only 
38  counties  in  the  State  of  Ken-j 
tucky.

For  the  benefit  of  those  who 
mav  not   have     followed  these 
notes,  will  say,  that  before  Ken- 
tucky was  made  into  a  State,  this 
territorv  now    occupied  by  thV 
State  of  Kentucky  was  Kentucky 1 
County  of  Virginia.  And  twelve' 
years  [.before  Kentucky  was  ad- 
mitted into  the  Union  of  States, 
Kentucky  County  was  divided  in- 
to three  counties,  towit;  Lincoln, 
Fayette  and  Jefferson  counties  of 
Virginia.  At  that   time  what  is 
now  Cumberland  County  was  in 
Lincoln  County,  Virginia. 

After  organizing  the  Court  in 
July  1799,  and  qualifying  a  Sheriff 
the  County  Government  began  to 
function  right  along  and  the  fol- 
lowing are  some  of  the  acts  of 
this  first  Court  held  in  July,  1799. 
Read  them  closely. 


The  Court  doth  appoint  Isaac 
Tavlor  to  be  Clerk  of  the  County 
Court,  he  having  produced  a  C«i« 
tificate  as  is  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  took  the  •  several 
oaths  prescribed  by  law,  and  en- 
tered into  bond  with  Isham  Burks 
and  John  Montford,  his  sureties, 
conditioned  as  the  law  directs. 

Allen  Wakefield  produced  a 
Commission  from  his  Excellency, 
Jamer  Garrard,  appointing  him 
Surveyor  for  this  County,  who 
thereupon  took  the  several  oaths 
prescribed  by  law  and  entered 
into  bond  with  Samuel  Burks 
surety  conditioned  as  the  law  di- 
rects. 

Alexander  Martin  produced  a 
Commission  from  his  Excellency 
James  Garrard,  Esq.,  appointing 
him  Coroner  for  this  county  which 
was  read,  and  whereupon  took  the 
several  oaths  prescribed  by  law 
and  entered  into  bond  with  Isham 
Burks  and  Isaac  Taylor  his  sure- 
ties, conditioned  as  the  law  directs. 

Ordered  by  the  Court  that  the 
Public  Square  in  the  town  of 
Burkesville  be  established  the, 
place  where  the  seat  of  Justice 
for  the  county  as  soon  as  the 
Court  Hous^  should  be  built 
thereon,  and  that  Court  be  held  j 
at  the  house  of  Samuel  Burks  Esp 
until  said  Court  House  be  built. 

Allen  M.  Wakefield,  Esq.,  pro- 
duced a  License  to  practice  as  an 
Attorney,  whereupon  the  said 
Wakefield  is  permitted  to  practice 
as  an  Attorney  for  this  Court, 
having  taken  the  oates  etc. 

On  motion  of  Joseph  Jones  it 
it  Ordered  that  John  Queen,  an 
orphan,  be  bound  tQ  said  Jones 
to  learn  the  trade  of  Cordwinder, 
according  to  law. 

Ordered  that  Thomas  Lewis  be 


oppaint^d  Constable  for  this 
County,  who  whereupon  took  the 
several  oaths  prescribed  by  law 
and  entered  into  bond  with  Alex- 
ander Martin,  bis  surety,  as  the 
law  directs,  and  bis  bounds  be 
from  the  mouth  ef  Marrowbone 
on  the  north  side  of  Cumberland 
River  to  the  upper  end  of  the 
county. 

Ordered  that  Jessee  Bland  be 
appointed  Constable  for  this  coun- 
ty, who  took  the  baths  prescribed 
by  law  and  t  entered 11  into  '  bond 
with  Joseph  Black  and  tfananian 
Lincoln,  his  sureties,  as  the  law 
directs,  and  that  his  bounds  be 
from  the  mouth  ^  of  Marrowbone 
to  the  lower  end  of  the  county. 

On  motion  of  Samuel  Burks 
that  leave  be  granted  him  to  keep.; 
Tavern  at  his  house,  who  entered 
into  bond  withJsham  Burks,  hjs1 
surety,  conditioned  as  the  law 
directs.  ] 

A  Bond  from  Samuel  Burks  to 
the  Court  for  she  conveyance  of 
the  Public  Spuare  in  the  town  of 
Burkesville  was  executed  in  pres- 
ence of  Court  and  ordered  to  be 
recorded. 

Ordered    that  Samuel  Burks' 
ear  mark  be  recorded  as  a  crop 
in  the  left  ear  and  a  slit  and  un- 
derbit  in  the  right. 
Ordered  that  Court  be  adjourned 
until  Court  in  course  to  meet  atj 
the  house  Samuel  Burks,  Esq. 
[Next  term  was  held  in  September 
1799.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  6th  inst.  will  say 
that  I  know  of  no  one  in  the  Lincoln  family  that 
bears  the  name  of  Abraham.     The  only  direct  des- 
cendants of  Hananiah  Lincoln  are  myself,  one  cousin 
in  Chicago,  and  four  in  Birmingham,  Alabama.  None 
bear  the "name,  Abraham.     If  any  have  any  children 
that  are  named  Abraham,  it  is  unknown  to  me. 

Are  you  still  working  on  your  second  Volume  of 
Abraham  Lincoln's  life,  and.  if  so,  when  do  you  ex- 
pect the  same  to  be  off  the  press? 

I  suppose  that  you  are  aware  of  the  deed  that  was 
found  in  Cannelton,  Perry  County,  Indiana.  That 
deed  recites  that  Thomas  Lincoln  crossed  the  river 
at  Tobinsport,  Perry  County,  Indiana.     This  bears 
out  the  tradition  in  my  family,  which  was  that 
Thomas  Lincoln  crossed  the  river  above  Sannelton. 

I  sometimes  wonder  if  the  other  traditions  in  the 
family  wil±  not  be  vendicated  by  some  further  dis- 
coveries in  that  my  people  always  claimed  that 
Davis  Lincoln  and  Thomas  Lincoln,  the  father  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  were  brothers.     I  have  been  trying 
to  find  out  something  on  this  question,  out  have 
not  succeeded,   so  far  excepting  in  establishing 
that  the  tradition  seems  to  have  been  handed  down 
by  all  of  Davis  Lincoln's  children,  that  Thomas 
Lincoln  was  their  uncle,  and  that  Davis  Lincoln  and 
Thomas  Lincoln  were  or  others.
